The Editor of sie paper regrets that he is now 
unable to state the precise amount of labor bestowed 
on the fam. He performed much of it himself, 
often taking the lead in mowing, often preferring 
the pitch-fork to the light rake, and the plough han- 
dies to the whip staff. 
Bat much of his labor was done by machinery— 
he made, with the assistance of a wheelwrigh, 
the first cast-iron plough that was ever used there 
0f Wafficient length to turn the sod flat. With this be 
was enabled to turn his furrows withevt a constant 
kicking to lay them over. 
With his cheap horse-rake, for which he obtained 
a patent, he very frequently raked perfectly clean 
an acre of ground with a ton of hay Upon it in one 
hour—this had always been considered a fair half 
day's work fora hired man.
